He coaoianded both Oenaan and Hungarian units. 

In October 1944 he was appointed Preaier by the 
Gamns» whan HOHTHT resigned and Hungary changed aldei. 

At the and of 1944, ha was a member of a military 
court that ordered the execution of a ncotber of non* 

Haxi officers and oirilians. 

In August 1947 subject started the Ant i»Bol shariat 
Hungarian Liberation Moreaant, this moranent was extremely 
nationalist, antl-Seminio, Antl*Co«nunist, Antl-Slar and 
Pro*Garman. 

In 1948, Bubjeot tried formulating a Hungarian 
OoTemment-in*Hxile , this promtlon failed .
